IO, was found 
guarding an oven In which plaster 
of paris molds were baking. 
Under the oven was a pan

taining new dollars and halves. 
Hogan was captured when he re­ 
turned to the apartment. The secret 
service men said he admitted coun­ 
terfeiting nfter they had threatened 
to arrest his wife and daughter.
